Milk Is called the modern. elixir 
of life, It is the most nearly per- 
fect of human food for it is the on- 
ly single article of diet, which 
contains practically all of the ele- 
ments necessary to sustain and 
nourish the human system, It 
supplies minerals, vitamins, pro- 
felns and carbohydrates, calcium, 
phosphorus and minerals. These 
are all needed in our diet. 

There ara several kinds of 
milk: raw milk, pasteurized, ho- 
mogenized, non-fat, evaporated, 
condensed, and dried, For many 
years milk was a carrier of mauy 
germs. In 1880 farmers on the 
outskirts of New York City milked 
their own cows, dumped the milk 
in 40 quart cans and took off to 
the city, selling their milk door 
to door from the wagon.
